Col. Thomas J. Morgan, appointed Commis- 
missioner of Indian Affairs to succeed Mr. Ober-- 
ly, is between fifty and fifty-five years of age, 
ond is said tobe a man of ability and culture. 
When the war broke out he resigned his chair 
a8 a Professor in Franklin College, near Indian- ; 
apolis, and was made First Lieutenant of the 
BSeveuticth Indiana Volunteers, Gen. Harrison’s 
pid regiment. When it was decided to organize 
volored troops in separate regiments he was 
made Colonel of the Fourteenth United States 
Colored Regiment, which became one of the 
orack colored commands, He was subsequent! 
Inade a Breveot Brigadier General and command- 
ed a brigade of colored troops. Soon after the 
war he returned to the East, which he had left 
to take a piace in Franklin College. He has 
since then been connected with educational 
affairs, and is now President of the State 
Normal School at Providence, R. L He was 
very widely recommended for Commissioner of 
Education, and was indorsed for offiee by the 
Indian Rights Association and a number of 
kindred organizations. 

When a vacancy occurred in the office of Com- - 
missioner of Indian Affairs the President de- 
olded to appoint Mr. Morgan to that place, in 
view of his ability as an organizer and adminis- 
trater as shown during the war, and of his wide 
indorssement by organizations for the advance-_ 
mentof the Indians. He was in Washington, 
this year in attendance upon the Convention of 
Btate School Superintendents, and was highly 
spoken of by delegates to the convention. 


At the time of the safe burglary eonspiracy , 
Gen. H. V. Boynton, then and now one of: 
the most fearless and frank of all the corre- f

Gen. Boynton afterward wrote for the Amerwan 
Law Review a calm and complete account of the .

The 
affidavit was drawn by Judge Fisher, the nom- 
inal District Attorney. Hayes was promptly 
discharged by the criminal court on the 
ground that 1t was an unwarranted and flagi- 
tious attempt to influence the trial then in 
progress.”’

on, Gen. Boynton says: 

“Throughout the trial the situation of affairs 
about the office of Judge Fisher, United States 
Attorney for the district, was a standing scan- 
dal.

Here the defendants and their friends gathered 
to consult before each day’s session of the 
court, and here they reassembled upon adjourn- 
ment. The disréputable witnesses who were 
brought here from New-York by the Secret 
Service, those whom Somerville deemed useful , 
in the common cause, crowded here daily, to-° 
gether with the prominent officials, contractors, 
and operators of the district ring, under the 
very eyes of the department of justice and of 
Congress.”

the Treasury.

One of these days the announcement may be 
looked for that the Columbian Iron Works cof 
Baltimore have so far completed the gunboat 
Petrel as to be ready to submit the vessel to the 


Government inspection that must be passed De-. 
fore she 1s accepted and put into the service. 
The builders have apparently taken their own 


time about completing the vessel, regardless of * 


The loss that they stipulated to stand in case of 
failure to carry out the contract. The con- 
tract for the construction of the Petrel 
was signed Dec. 22, 1886, and it re- 
quired that the hui, fittings, and ma- 
cbinery should be completed within a year’s 
time. The contractors accepted as a part of 
their agreement a stipulation that for failure to 
finish the vessel they should forfeit, for every 
day over and above a year, and for six months, 
$25 aday. At the end of six months the pen- 
alty was to be $50 a day for the next three 
months. If at the end of that term the vessel 
was not completed, the penalty for each day of 
the twenty-second and twenty-third and twenty- 
fourth months was to be $100 per day. For 
every day beyond two years the contractors 
stipulated to forfeit $200 per day. 

The contractors have taken nearly two years 
and six mouths in which to compiete the work 
that they had undertaken to finish in twelve 
months. The penalties have been impused as 
fast as they have accrued, and on April 1 they 
had amounted to $30,000. The Petrel 1s afloat, 
and she has been subjected to two contractors’ 
trials. She is atthe dock of the builders in 
Baltimore, and the contractors nave given no- 
tice to the Navy Depaartment that they will be 
prepared tosubmit her to the Government in- 
Bpection and trial in afew days. The contract 
price for the vessel was $247,000, but the impo- 
sition of the penalties incurred under the con- 
tract will reduce the price to about $200,000. 

The Navy Department does not attempt to ex- 
plain the apparent indifference of the contract- 
ors to the’ obligation assumed by them. They 
have never appeared to be concerned either 
about the penalty or the desire of the depart- 
ment to bave the vessel added to the naval fleet. 
A request was made, when the first penalty pe- 
riod had advanced toward the second, for an 
extension of time, but as it was not discovered 
that due diligence had been manifested in com- 
pleting the vessel the request was denied. Re- 
ports have been heard here that the construct- 
prs were so busy with private work that they 
had taken men from the Petrel and put 
them at something else, but that re- 
ports seems to be disposed of by. the 
statement that the Columbian lron Works have 
not been overburdened with work of any kind 
aince it undertook to construct the Petrel. The 
best expianation that oan be obtained is that 
the contractors did not have the capital at their 
command to justify them in accepting the con- 
tract, and for that reason they have not been 
able to employ a suificient number of men to 

the work to completion in the contract 
riod. The éxpectation of the contractors is 
gaid to be that they will be able to induce Con- 
zress to pass @ bill remitting all the penalties, ' 
and that they are taking their own time with 
absolute contidence that they will not lose the 
money forfeited. A boara of inspection is be- 
ing made up at the, department fer the offieial 
trial, and will be announced as soon as the con- 
tracters give notice that they are ready to put 
the Petrel to the test. ote

“WILL.IT. CONTAIN A’ PIECE OF CAKE‘FOR’ 

STEPHEN B. FRENCH ? 
Stephen B. French, ex-Police Commis- 
sioner, it‘is reported, is to have a Federal office 
as soon asthe President is ready to pass the 
platter, and, in Mr. French’s views, this cannot 
‘happen a momenttoo soon. He is,sosome of his 
friends asseverate, to be General Appraiser at 
‘the Custom House, 

It would be hard’ to find a man more unfit by 
training or education for this office than French. 
It requires a thorough krowledge of law and 
has always been filled by a lawyer. The pres- 
ent incumbent, George V. Brower of Brooklyn, 
is a good lawyer, and so was his predecessor, 
Mr. Perry, also a resident of Brooklyn. While 
the salary is only $3,000—$1,000 less than that 
of Appraiser of the Port, which Marvelle W. 
Cooper holds—itis a more desirable place, for 
its duties ocoupy but a small part of the in- 
cumbent’s time, and he can attend to his pri- 
vate business. The chief duties are judicial. 
The General Appraiser, together with a mer- 
chant selected by the Collector for each 
case according to his special fitness therefor, 
sits as a court of appeals fromthe decisions of 
the Appraiser of the Port and of his Assistant 
Appraisers as to the valuesof imports. This 
court can make new valuations and completely 
set aside the valuations from which the appeals 
are made. Itis very requisite that the General 
Appraiser should know and understand whe 
tariff laws and ail the rulings of the Secretaries 
of the Treasury and Collectors asto valuations. 
One can imagine Stephen B. French trying to 
discharge such duties as they should be dis- 
charged, 

It may not seem possible that President Har- 
Tison would make such an appointment, but 
French expects to take possession soon after | 
July 1, when the whole batch otf remaining im- 
-portant Federal appointments in this city and 
‘Brooklyn will be handed out of the kitcben 
window of the White House,so Mr. Platt says. 
Mr. Platt probably feels that sumething 
must be done for French; that he cannot be 
left unprovided for; he has been concerned 
with Platt in so many secret deals” and knows 
so much which it would be political ruin to 
er than one Republican “statesman” to re- 
Veal. 

Many people have forgotten it, but one of the 
first things Yrench did after Gen. Arthur took 
him out of his grocery store at Sag Harbor and 
introduced .im to professional politics was to 
attempt to perform the duties of Appraiser of 
the Port. Gen. Arthur, who was then Collector, 
got President Grant to appoint him April 15, 
1876. But he was so ineflicient add the com- 
Plaints of the merchants against him were so 
great thateven Gen. Arthur’s influence coulda 
not save him, and March 3, 1877, just before 
President Grant went out of office, he removed 
him and appointed Silas B. Dutcher in his place. 

The General Appraisership is not «four years’ 
office; the appointment is fur no specified 
period. Mr. Brower was appeinted by Presi- 
dent Cleveland in 1885, and has won’ the repu- 
tation of being a competent ofticial.

The Belknap church steeple was set on fire, 
causing a slight losa. The cailendaring roow of 
the Cocheco Print Works was nearly ruined by 
lightning and a bolt enterea the composing 
room of the -Daily Democrat, doing no great 
damage, but badly frightening the compositors. 

Fred Pierce, a clerk in Higgin’s market re- 
celveda shock and is not expected to live. 
Police Officer Charles Stevens was knocke: 
down on the street and is still unconscious, but 
is expected to recover. 8everal houses were 
badly shattered within the city limits. 

St. ALBANS, Vt., June 10.—The heaviest rain 
known here for’ many years began falling yes- 
terday afternoon and a perfect deluge of water 


fell up to 8:30 o’clock. Allthe main streets are 
flooded, cejlurs filled, and the streets badly gu)- 
lied. The flooding of cellars under business 
places caused the greatest damage. Nearly 
every side street was a running brook, while 
the main streets were converted into ponds,

A SUMMER OAENIVAL. 


HALIFAX .GETTING UP A BIG SHOW FOR 
THE BENEFIT OF AMERICANS. 

HaiFax, N. 8.,, June 10.—This pleasant- 
ly-situated city on the Atlantic coast is mak- 
ing active preparations for a grand Summer 
carnival. A number of committees of promi- 
nent citizens are daily engaged in completing 
arrangements. Every kind of sport which can 
attract strangers is to be provided. Itis not 
generally known in the States that Halifax is 
the only garrison town at present in Canada. 
Some regiments of British troops are stationed 
here, and battalions to Royal Engineers and 
Royal Artillery. Halifax is the headquarters of 
the British-American naval squadron in Sum- 
mer. Military and naval mancuvres are to 
constitute a part of the programme. The fleet 
will Make an attack upon the fortifications of 
the harber, which are the strongest in America 
and among the best in the world. 

Aquatic sports, herse races, firemen’s proces- 
sions, sham fights at the citadel, 1lluminatious 
and fireworks in the harbor, fireworks and 
promenade concert in the public gardens, balis, 
theatrical performances, aud similar aimuse- 
ments will occupy the time for a week-or more, 
The carnival wili begin on the 4th of August. 
It is not improbable that the Governor General, 
Lord Stanley, and suite will be at Halifax at 
the time. 

Halifax is the coolest place of residence in 
Ameriva during tue Summer, and is yearly vis- 
ited by thousands of Americans. Favorite Sum- 
mer resorts are to ke found in all parts of the 
province.

OUR RELATIONS WITH CANADA. 

OTTawa, June 10.—There is the best authori 
ty ior the announcement that Sir John Macdon- 
ald, the Premier of Canada, will soon sail for 
England, His business is with the British Min- 
istry, and relates especially to the Behring 
Strait difficulty. Sir John will urge the Brit- 
ish Government to resist the American claim 
to exclusive jurisdiction over those waters.

SULLIVAN’ NOT YET ARRESTED.: 


‘SENSATIONAL RUMORS IN THE ‘CRONIN 


MURDER CASE. 

Cuicaco, June 10,—The* announcement is 
made to-night that within forty-eight hours 
Alexander Sullivan is-to be arrested and held 
‘without bail to await the) action of; a special 
Grand Jury,the venire tor} whicn will be issued ° 
Wednesday. Similar statements have been 
made before:since the investigation surrounding 
the death of Dr. Cronin began, but this comes 
from a better authority, and is probably true. 
The inquest will probably'come te an end by, 
Wednesday, and it is believed that-the jury has‘ 
already decided that Sullivan, as well as sev- 
eral other persons, should be held for complicity 
in the murder of Dr..Cronin. 3 

There were Some sensational scenes at the in-' 
guest, though the testimony did not furnish 
them, Lawyer John F. Beggs, Senior Guardian of 
Camp No, 20 of the Clan-na-Gael, in which Cronin 
is sald to have been convicted of treason and’, 
sentenced to removal, entered the court room 
drunk. He strode past the Coroner and stood, 
among the crowd on the other side of the room: 
looking anything but in good humor. ; 

The Coroner stepped quickly after Beggs and. 
said to him in a low voice, *‘I want to see you.” 
**Well, I’m here now,” replied Beggs in an 
augry tone, and he shook his right fore finger in 
an almost monacing way under the Coroner’s) 
mustache, andthe crowd’ hoped for a “ scrap,” 
bat that did not come. 

A little excitement was caused by the en- : 
trauce of ‘* Billy” Pinkerton, the detective, fol- ; 
lowed shortly after by Chief Hubbard 
two went inte the private room of the court’) 
Toom followed by States Attorney Longenecker ’ 
and Capt Schuettler. 

It was reported to-day that an arrest ofa 
“prominent Irishman” would be made in New-” 
York. Luke Dillon and Chief ‘Hubbard con-} 
firmed the report. The former said: “I am: 
confident that the murderers of Dr. Croain will 
be in custody before two weeks have passed.” 

“Will the arrest of to-day lead to others?” 
“Yes, Sir, Ighali have a number of parties ar- 
rested before long on suspicion, but I shall have! 
good grounds for my suspicione, 1 shall show cer-' 
tain partiesjbefore long that I am acting in good 
faith in the matter, and that the assistance I am 
giving the authorities is not all talk. There are 
certain people who believe that Ido not intend 
to rin down the assassins of Dr. Cronin, but L 
will show them before Iam through that I do. 
I bave some strong circumstantial evidence in’ 
my possession and shail show good grounds for 
any action I take.”

The evidence presented before the Coroner's: 
jury? to-day was notimportant. It looked early 
in the day as if sume of the promised sensa- 
tions were to be offered to the public, but they 
did not appear. Michael Whalen, a detective, 
recently suspended from the force for failure to 
do his duty in connection with the hunt for} 
Cronin’s murderers, member of Camp'No. 20 of; 
the Clan-na-Gael and an intimate friend et De- 
tective Coughlin, uow under indictment as one 
of the murderers, was thé first and chief wit- 
ness. He professed dense ignorance of the case,, 
though he was with Coughlin when thle two let 
go the man who hired Dinan’s horse. He did 
not know Alexander Sullivan except by sight.

A OXYOLONE IN ‘THIS STATE. 


JEFFERSON COUNTIES. 

TurIN, Lewis County, N. Y., June 10.—A ey- 
clone, accompanied by terrible thunder, hight- 
ning, and rain, passed over a portion of this; 
townat5 P. M. yesterday. A barn on the Whit- 
taker place, two miles north of here,.is a total 
wreck. It was carried a distance of 375 feet. 
Acres of ground are covered by the broken tim- 
ber. A tenement house was so badly shaken 
that the plastering fell, Near the Whittaker 
residence ten immense trees were uprooted. 
Upon the sidehill (for this is at the foot of what 
is known as Tug Hill) fruit and forest trees 
were swept clean. Mr. Hovey, the tenant,com- 
pares the appearance of the cyclone to clouds 
of black smoke, whirling and coming nearly to 
the ground. A horse and calf were in the barn. 
The horse escaped, but the calf was killed. 

Utica, N. Y., June 10.—A terrific windstorm 
passed through Port Leyden, Lewis County, ana 
the lower portion of Jefferson County, about 


4 o’clock yesterday afternoon, unrooting houses, 
overturning trees, fepees, and buildings, and 
doing much damage. The steeple of the Cathe- 
lic church in Port Leyden was blown down and 
the Methodist Episcopal church steeple was 
moved in such a Manner as to make it danger- 
ous. One house was picked up and carried 
about one hundred feet. An old gentleman and 
lady who were in the house were both injured. 
The most damage was done in a path about 
eighty rods wide, though trees and fences were 
overturned in a wide territory. The telegraph 
wires are ail down. 

The cyclone was caused by storms coming 
from two directions and uniting north of this 
city. Fromits point of uniting its direction 
was northeasterly.

SUICIDE’ OF EDWARD W. ODELL.

The’so-called? states- 
men on the Democratic side are quite as: numer- 
, ous, and promise to increase in number during 
, the next three months. 

The cenfidence shown by the managers in 
‘their ability to smash their'opponents in the 
contest next Fall, and elect a full State ticket, 
Legislature, and United States Senator, is 
, surprising, and because of this there are numer- 
, ous candidates for every office. 

On the Republican sid6é, Gen. Kennedy and 
Speaker Lampsbn are manifestly in the -lead, 
while Judge O'Neil of Warreh County, Gen, 
Dawes of Washington, and Gen. Joues of 
Mahoning have considerable. strength in their 


immediate localities. Some time ago Congress- 
man-elect Morey of the Butler district was re- 
,arded as the winner, but of late considerable 
;Opposition has developed against the nomina- 
tuon of any Congressman. t is believed that 
‘this opposition will also work against Gen. 
Kennedy, another Congressman, but not to the 
, same extent as against the Butler statesman. 
In the event of Gen. Kennedy’s nomination and 
election the Republicans could easily elect his 
successor in Gongress, but in case Mr. Morey 
became the nominee and assumed the Guber- 
natorial office, ex-Congressman James PD. 
Campbell, the leading candidate for the 
Gubernatorial otftice on the Democratic 
ticket, would succeed Mr. Morey in 
Congress, thereby reducing the already slen- 
der hoid the Republicans have in that 
boay. Thereisa strong feeling among Buck- 
eyes that when @ man makes a big fight to go 
to Congress and is tinally landed there heshouid 
be content while holding office and not be grab- 
bing fer honors ‘that others want. Gen. Ken- 
nedy, if nominated, wilt not add to the strength 
of his partys nor can he hope to receive that 
cordial support from his competitors that he 
would if not already holding an office. There 
is not what might be called @ demand for Gen. 
Kennedy 'to leud the Republican Party in the 
fight. Itis barely possible that he may win at 
the convention two weeks hence, but if he does, 
the indications are that there will be heart- 
burnings and resentments later in the season. 

The Republicans would be very confident of 
winning the election this+year if President 
Harrison was not so economical in the distribu- 
tion of “plums.” ‘The Repubiiean leacers are 
as much disappointed with what Ohio 1s receiv- 
ing as the Democrats were four years ago, when 
Mr. Cleveland had the distribution of favors. 
It is quite true that Ohio has not received 
enough to fight over since Mr. Harrison took 
control of affairs, and the Buckeyes are not 
used to receiving small favors with hearts over- 
flowing with gratitude. They’re not built that 
way, and the President should be given @ 
‘pointer’ before it is too late. 

Abont three months agua number of news- 
papers in Ohio, including the Dayton Journal 
and the Toledo Slade, urged the placing of Gov. 
Foraker’s name at the head of the Kepublican 
ticket for a third time. The Governor 
protested tbat he was not a candidate for 
the nomination and would not be’ under 
any circumstances; in fact, he was not a 
candidate for any office, Fora time nothing 
further was said publicly with regard to the 
Governor in connection with a third term, al- 
though shrewd politicians on both sides recog- 
nized the fact that if only “ Barkis was willin’” 
Foraker would have the nomination by accla- 
mation. The events of the past ten days have 
been such as to bring the Governor’s name be- 
fore the people in a Manner bot ps compli- 
mentary to himself, but te the State. His most 
bitter political enemies ¢ongratulate him for 
nis prompt action in sending relief to the 
sufferers at Johnstown. The news of the 
awful calamity was very meagre on the Satur- 
day merning following, but the. Governor tele- 
graphed to Gov. Beaver and,asked if help was 
needed, andif so he could,send 1,000 tents at 
once. The reply was received and at 5in the 
atternoon General Manager MeCrea of Pitts- 
burg was asked if Ohio sould do anything for 
the sufferers. Soon after this the full facts were 
known, and that night 900 tents were trans- 
ported from the arsenal to the cars and loaded, 
and at 11 o’clock were on the way to Johnstown 
in charge of the Adjutant General and a force 
of men. This done, tue Governor on the same 
night issued his proclamation, calling upon the 
people to contribute. Ohio, through her Gov- 
ernor, was the first to move, aud bad tents on 


before the State of Pennsylvania had one. Gov. 
Foraker says that he could not, under any cir- 
cumstances, consent te allow his name to go be- 
fore the convention. To say more than this he 
could not without giving offense. 

Itis believed that in the event of a harmo- 
nious meeting, if tnere is no kind of trickery 
attempted by the friends of the various candli- 
dates, the mention of the Governor’s name in 
the convention can be prevented. If, however, 
there should develop any kina of sharp practice 
by the iriends of contesting candidates, it would 
not be surprising to any one if Foraker’s name 
was presented and his nomination made with- 
out a dissenting vote. 





SUING THE CANADIAN GOVERNMENT. 

OTTawa, Ontario, June 10,—Messrs Ayer & 
Co., the patent medicine tirm of Lowell, Mass., 
have entered a claim for $124,000 against the 
Canadian Government for illegal seizure of 
their preparations at S8t. John, :. Quebec, 
Toronto, Hamilton, and Windsor during 1888 
by the Canadian customs authorities. During 
four or five years previous tothe seizures the 
company established four factories in Canada, 
where they claimed to bave manufactured tbeir 
preparations. It was the custom of the firm to 
prepare the ingredients at their factory in Low- 
ell and ship them as raw material to Canada, to 
be finished in their factories in this country. 

The customs authorities had full opportunity 
to examine these importations, and on several 
occasions tested the preparations and fixed the 
rate of duty. Despite this fact, in July, 1888, 
customs officers from Ottawa wentto St. John 
and made seizures of all the stock at the com- 
pany sfactory there. Other seizures followed, 
and in fact the entire Canadian business of the 
firm was suspended. 

The Dominion Government claim to have lost 
thousands of dollars by the fraudulent under- 
valuations. The amountinvolved tn the seizure 


cision of the Minister of Customs. The Su- 
preme Court of Canada last Fall decided that 
the seizure was illegal. Chief Justice Sir Will- 
iam Ritchie severely censured the customs ad- 
ministration for what he called the most out- 
rageous act ever committed by the Canadian 
Government. 

The present claim of the Ayer Company will 
be referred to the Exchequer Court.

JOHNSTOWN BEGINNING 
SHOW SOME LIFE. 
{THE \ ONLY TROUBLE {AT THE ~ GREAT 
* — @ORGE—STILL : PICKING ‘OUT BODIES 
—DROPPING USELESS OFFICIALS. 

JOHNSTOWN, June 10.—A pouring rain started 
in here this morning at daybreak, anc lasted 
until 10 o’clock, throwing back the prosecution 
of the work materially. Many of the laborers 
at the ruins refused to continue work unless 
provided with rubber coats and boots. Of 
course such a request was as ridiculous as it 
was impracticable to heed, andin consequence 
for nearly two hours work was ata standstill. 

Although Dictator Scott and his committees 
were to all intents and purposes. directing 
things, asa matter of fact Adju. Gen. Hastings 
had assumed command, and the old administra- 
tion were practically adjusting their affairs, 
preparatory to settling up. Wednesday morn- 
ing Gen. Hastings wiil formally taxe command, 
and establish and maintain the provisional gov- 
ernment until Gov. Beaver appoints hiscom- 
mission. Although the town is getting into bet- 
ter shape every day and suppities are coming in 
hourly of better quality and in greater abund- 
ance, many of the workmen are becoming very 
much dissatisfied with their surroundings. It was 
well enough while the excitement and novelty 
lasted, bus now that the bottom has fallen out, 


the workmen are longing for their home com- 
torts aud complaining of the food given them, 
of their surroundings, and of the dangers of au 
epidemic. Over 300 of them left here Saturday 
and 400 to-day, but the places of the latter were 
largely filled by fresh arrivals to-day. 

The gorge at the railway bridge was dimin- 
ished to-day by the agency of dynamite and 
Steam. Asteamengine was placed on the cop- 
ing of the bridge and a double cabie and block 
and tackle were rigged, by which huge trunks 
of trees and snags were dragged out with the 
liveliest expedition, while Father Kirk, the 
* Prince of Dynamiters,” as he is called, en- 
livened the neighporhood and shook up the drift 
by touching off now and then \‘asts of 250 
pounds. Mr. Kirk is a remarkable man in his 
way. Heis a crank on the subject of dynamite, 
and those who know nim best assert that he can 
gauge his force, no matter in what way appiled, 
toa minimum. He declares that dynamite is 
the least dangerous of ali explosives in handling. 
Heis about fifty years of age, short, squat, with 
agrizzly gray beard. and has a habit when 
walking of waving his hands asif warning peo- 
ple away from his favorite. He personally su- 
perintends the preparation of all blasts, and 
when ready emits a peculiar cry, more like a 
wailof warning. Then he surveys the atmos- 
phere with the air of a Major General and yells, 
“Fire!” The yell often terrifies spectators more 
than the explosion itself. 

About 500 workmen were pulling at the drift- 
wood at the gorge allday. The steam engines 
did good work, but more of them are needed. ; 
Gen. Hastings expecis to put a dozen of them 
at work by Thursday. Workmen are now paid. 
$2 a day, and are fed and quartered in addi- 
tion. They will be paid to-morrow night After. 
Wednesday, laborers will be paid only $1 50a 
day, and they will have to feed and quarter 
themselves. Now the workmen’s pay is guar- 
anteed by contractors; after Wednesday by the 
State. Contractor Flinn, who has proved to be 
atower of strength in this crisis, will remain 
over to assist Gen. Hastings. Chairman Scott 
will also stay here until Saturday as a sort of 
adviser. 

There is something radically wrong about the 
manner in which the registry of deaths is kept. 

‘The disposition seems to be to conceal the exact 
number of deaths and to throw obstacles in the 
way of the public’s receiving such in- 
formation. Just what object the authori- 
tles may Rave in view in carrying out 
such a policy is a matter of specu- 
lation. At all events, the public bas not been 
apprised of the exact number of bodies recov- 
ered, nor has any general system been adopted ; 
by which the public will get this information.* 
Of course, in time the Board of Health will 
have it, but this board only reports onca, BH FOAL ivy 
and before the next report is piblished public 
interest in the disaster, and puviic indignation 
against the fishing club, whose carelessness led 
to the disaster, will have died out. 

Tne South Fork Fishing Club is composed of 
influentia! citizens. The feeling here, and, im 
deed, throughout the Conemaugh Valley, 1s 
intense against them. It may *e just possible ’ 
that there is a disposition among those now in 
charge of affairs to shield the club by conceéal- 
ing the number of the<lead. At all events, thig, 
part of the Jonnstown Government needs & 
decided shaking up. Up to this evening only 
1,889 bodies had been reported to the Sanitary 
Department as having been prepared for burial 
at the morgues here, but this amount does pot 
cover the bodies found along the river betweon 
here and Pittsburg. Yesterday a family of 
nine were recovered under the débris of a house 
dewp near the Point, and today a family of 
eleven were feund together scarcely a block 
away. 

A few curious incidents occurred to-day. A 
poor little biack rabbit was recovered in Vine- 
street. Its owner was waiting for it with a 
small boy with a large quantity of feed. The 
ratbit recognized the youngster and ran di- 
rectly to him, whining and squeaking. The 
youngster feditand bunnie cuddled up in his 
arms and soon was fast asleep, oblivious of the 
crowd that stood around. 

Two more live chickens were got from the 
drift, and a Maltese cat, which has eluded capt- 
ure tor ten day in the drift, was allured fromits 
hiding place by a saucer of milk. 

The Sheriif’s tin star deputies are in a heap of 
trouble. They bad expected that the State 
would pay them for the valuable services which 
they have been rendering for the past week, 
and only learned to-day that the city would 
compensate them. The attention of the Sheriff 
was Called to this fact and he forthwith ordered 
the decapitation ef haif his force. Of ali the 
nuisances -around Johnstown they have heen 
the most conspicuous. They know nothing, 
naif of them could not read, und many of them 
were drunk half the time. 

Gen. Hastings seized a large amount of con- 
traband whisky yesterday, Dut not before many 
workmen became saturated with it. There was 
no trouble, however, although rum in abund- 
anee has been smuggied into town since Friday. 

Everyday the business prospects of the town 
improve. To-night the Cambria rod mill re- 
sumed operation and to-morrow several stores 
will open, Tbe Cambria Works have had a 
thousand men at work night and day clearing 
up the débris. Major Stackhouse said to-day 
that the company would bein operation to re- 
sume by July 1, but could startearlier if the 
ratlways could co-operate with them, but until 
the Pennsylvania tracks were ready for busi- 
ness, the company would have to bide its time, 
In the méantime the company has ordered 
2,000,000 feet of lumber to rebuild the homes 
of its employes. 

Dr. Groff, who is in charge of the State Board 
of Health, issued another proclamation to-day. 
He says that the public health is excejlant and 
no danger of any outbreak of sickness is antici- 
pated. Heatdvises that the houses should ba 
Kept open as freely as possibie to banish damp< 
ness. Cellar floors should be sprinkled with dis< 
infectants. All wood and débris should be 
burned. Women and children are advised ta 
leave town for a few weeks. Sanitary regula- 
tions should be faithfully obeyed. 

Over a hundred carloads of goods and pro- 
visions came into town to-day, among them the 
first invoice from New-York. Those at the 
Baltimore and Ohio station were unloaded by 
William H. Tumbieston, President of the Relail 
Grocers’ Association of Philadelphia, who before 
night had the contents all stored in the ware- 
houses.

SURGEON GENERAL HAMILTON’S REPORT 


OF A VISIT TO JOHNSTOWN. 

WASHINGTON, June 10.—Dr. Johu B. Hamil- 
ton, Surgeon General of the Marine Hospital 
Service, has made a report to the President iu 
regard to the situation of affairs at Johnstown, 
Penn., which place he visited in compliance 
with the order of President Harrison. He re« 
ports that he arrived at Jounstown Friday af- 
ternoon, and that “on arriving [ immediately 
visited the headquarters building, where I fount 
Dr. Groff and Dr. Libbett of the Pennsyl- 
vania State Board of Health and a misceilla 
neous mob of people in tne building, most o! 
whom were engaged in some sort of work cons 
nectea with reJief measures. Finding that there 
Was nothing for me to do at that office, I 
started out on a tour of inspestion of the place. 
After some difficulty I pushed my way through 
the crowd to the desk of Mr. Scott, who has as 


sumed the powers of a dictator, and procured a 
8 to enable me to go through the guard 
28. 

Dr. Hamilton says that the work of clearing 
up the surface débris was golng on well, and in 
his judgment ten days more of the same sys- 
tematic work would suffice to clear the sur- 
face of the main portion of the late city. In re- 
gard to theefforts to remove the débris at the 
stone bridge of the Pennsylvania Road the doc- 
tor says:

to those’ persons working as iaborers, and in the 
various relief organizations outside of the laborers 
there are few citizens left. Masy are lost and 
many gone away from the scene of their great 
palamity. There are some twenty physicians, ten 
of whem are able to werk, bat no more are needed, 
and it would be a great relief if many of these 
from a distance would go away. 

“For a time there was great confasion in the 
issue of supplies of clothing and food, but Thurs- 
day that portion of the work was turned oyer to 
the Commissary General, Gen. Leach, aecompany- 
Ing Gon. Hastings’s command, and poten has 
taken the place of the chaotic condition. l sup- 

lies intended for the sufferers should be sent to 

he care of Gen. Hastings, and clothing Supplies 
are believed to be no longer necossary. ifty 
dozen pairs of rabber gloves fer the use of the per- 
sons handling dead bodies would be a welcome pres- 
ent to the workmen clearing up the débris, espe- 
cially for those at the bridge drift. Thers are many 
private orgenteetione, having tents and temporary 
sheds, each working on its own plan. Some public- 
ea towns having sent relief supplies, send 
plong a corps to attend to their issue; thisis no 
longer necessary, and this plan reminds one of the 
country donation parties where the good people of 
ihe parish, having resolved to sendin alot of good 
things to their minister, go along and eat them up 
in a single evening. It is safe to say that the relief 
work would be much better done by the National 
Gaard under the intelligent command of Gen. Hast- 
jogs than in any other way. 

“The Red Cross Association have a hospital 
above the town on the Stony Creek Valley, aud on 
Saturday started one at Kernville. At the latter 
ewer there being no other hospital, the Red Oross 

ospitai may be of some service. The first location 
served a goo purpose at first, but when the regular 
hospital was started the patients were few that 
found their way up the loug distance to Stony 
Creek Valiey. 

“The water supply of Johnstown is from Stony 
Creek, some miles above the scene of disaster, and 
js pure, wholesome water. There is little danger of 
an epidemic among the inhabitants of Johnstown. 
The fringe of buildings at the base of the mountain 
are somewhat overcrowded. Gen. Hastings has 
flirected the pitching of hospital tents and will in- 
vite such people as choose to occupy them to do so. 
The State Board ef Health are on the spot and are 
‘yatehing with care the progress of the work. 

(hey have general charge of the morgues ani 
keep them disinfected, and, as already stated, 
they now employ ten district inspectors, The 
danger point, from a sanitary point of view, is the 
drift at the briage, and this danger is not to the in- 
habitants of Johnstown, but to those people de- 

ending on the lower river for their water supply. 

‘his water, if boiled before drinking, will not be 
anhealthy, but the thought of drinking water con- 
taminated by dead bodies of human beings and ani- 
wals is revolting. The clearing of the drift, wnile 
gttended with great difficulty, will be accomplished. 
fhe published statement that animals are allowed 
to float down the river from the drift is positively 
\ntrue. All animal and human bodies are takea 
jut as soon as Tooseued, the bodies taken to the 
morgue and the animals burned on the shore. In 
the town the same course is pursued, as all dead 
snimais are burned with the débris, and there are 
probably a hundred fires from such piles now burn- 
ingin Jonunstown. The drift pack cannot now be 
well bu “ed, and if it could it would only be to the 
water-acaked pertion, and this would not release 
the bodies. I saw one portion of a body of a woman 
taken from this drift at one of the morgues, where 
all the upper part of the body had been burned; the 
pelvis andlimbs having been ia the water at the 
time of the fire, were not burned. As 10 is the por- 
on in the water that by its decomposition is 
likely to contaminate it, it is evident that burning 
the drift would be of little avail; besides that many 
sf these bodies are believed to be held down by 
masses of iron, and, therefore, could not be reached 
by firing the drift. 

There is no use whatever in attempting te dis- 
jofect this drift, and the only way to cure the 
avil is its removal. 

Finally, I may eay that there is no danger what- 
ever of a general epidemic. Ias Sir, very respect-

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THROUGH THE RUINS. 


OPENING A NATIONAL BANK—THE 
HEALTH OF THE PLACE. 

JOHNSTOWN, Penn., June 10.—The First Na- 
tienal Bank has opened up for business and the 
fact 1s appreciated by all here. Much trouble 
has been occasioned by the inability to get 
money here, all having to bring it here in pack- 
ages. 

Much suffering has been occasioned by the 
wearing of gum boots by the men. Over sixty 
men of Booth & Flinn have been obliged to guilt 
work to-day, owing to their feet being terribly 


blistered, and many to-dayjare working in their 
bare feet. 

‘Lhere were thirty-five bodies recovered to-day, 
eleven of them at the stone bridge. These taken 
out of the water were in a much better condi- 
tion than those found among the débris. The 
bodies now are almost beyond recogaition. 

Mr. J. N. Munden, who is in charge of the re- 
moval of bodies from the ruins, says that up to 
this date he has found over $6,000 in money in 
the pockets of victims. The largest sum was 
$3,114 23. The pockets of Charles Bischoff con- 
tained $245. He states that the robbing of 
stores and dead bodies still continues, notwith- 
standing the guard which has been placed over 
the ruins by the civil authorities, ; 

The list of the “unknown” is growing as the 
means of identification become more obscure. 
Those identified to-day were John G. Alexan- 
der, @ young man supposed to be the son of C, 
Elsessor, furniture dealer; Kate Neary, Mary 
Jane Nugent, James MeGinley, Mrs. J. 
Smith, W. F. Dow, a hardware merchant of Chi- 
cago, and Mrs. Emil Roth. 

Dr. Lee gives the following repert of the 
number of bodies found: Fourth Ward School- 
house morgue, June 8.—Bodies received, 219; 
Pennsylvania Ratiroad Station morgue, 182; 
Morrellville morgue, 128; St. Columbia Church 
morgue, in Cambria City, 835; Hawes morgue, 
13; Millville, 57; Grand View Chapel, 118: 
Old Nineveh (Indiana County) morgue, 56; 
Nineveh proper, 233—total, 1841. 

The official bulletin of the State Board of 
Health issued to-day is as follows: 

“Reports received last evening from thejinspectors 
ofthis board shew that the favorable condition 
stated in the first report continues. No contagious 
disease of any kind prevails. There are a few cases 
of a mild type of measles, No signs of any epidemic 
are manifest. The State Board of Health is 
fully prepared to meet all emergencies § as 
they arise. As @ precautionary measpre, a 
hospital for contagious diseases has been estab- 
lished, and in any cases they will be promptly 
met. The air continues pure and wholesome, 
the water pure. The bodies still in the wreck are 
so covered with earth as not to be dangerous to 
health. There is every precaution being taken to 
prevent contamination of the water stpply for the 
towns below Johnstown. There is no ground what- 
ever fer alarm in this matter at present, The bodies 
in the river are covered with mud and earth. The 
weather 1s ceol and favorable. The destruction of 
sife has been appalling, butthere is at present every 
reason to be encouraged.”’ 


TO CLEAR THE RIVERS. 


PENNSYLVANIA TO ADVANCE THE 
MONEY UNDER A CITIZENS’ BOND. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 10.—On Saturday last 
Gov. Beaver ana Mayor Fitler had a conference 
at the latter’s office regarding the placing of 
Johnstown and vicinity in good sanitary condi- 
tion. The Governer contended that the Cone- 
maugh River and Stony Creek should be thor- 
oughly cleaned and all débris removed. The 
Mayor suggested that an extra session ef the 
Legislature be called for the purpose of making 
an appropriation of $1,000,000 to do the work. 
He said the relief money, being subscribed for 
the specific purpose of feeding and clothing 
the sufferers, should be used for no other pur- 
pose. Gov. Beaver coincided in these views, 


but said that 1t would make necessary a uséless 
expenditure of a quarter of a million of dollars 
to call together the Legislature. He suggested 
that the State Treasurer be allowed to use the 
money under @ guarantee from the cliizens of 
the State in the unlooked-for event of the next 
Legisiature failing to make the appropriation. 

This plan was formulated in a guarantee bond 
for $1,000,000 to be signed by 200 citizens, 
surety in $5,000 apiece. Mayor Fitler was the 
first to sign. The bond simply provides for lia- 
bility to the State in ease the Legislature fails 
to appropriate. The 200 sureties will be easily 
obtained. In fact, 200 Philadelphians have al- 
ready volunteered. A contrastornamed O’Don- 
nell has already been engaged to goon with 
the work, on business principles, with a thou- 
gana or more men. The amount of money re- 
quired for the work will be very much tess than 
$1,000,000, probaly net more than the $250,- 
000 that would have been expended in sonven- 
ing the Legislature.

SNUG HARBOR’S TROUBLES 


NO INVESTIGATION IS YHT 
. ORDERED. 
SOME RECORDED FIGURES ABOUT VA-

I knew him and his 
father before him. I Kuew him as master of 
the shiv Saratoga and Mc@lellan, where he 
abused his men shamefully, until they deserted 
him. £ went to Snug’ Harbor, worn out, six 
years ago, when Meivilie was Governor. He 
was & kind man and I expected to end my days 
there. Then Trask came. His spies ‘were in 
erery corner, and, one day, because I gave one 
ofthem a bit of my mind, Trask put me on 
‘taboo.’ He gave me menial duty, and made it 
80 disagreeable that ene morning I took off my 
institution clothes, put on Own worn-eut 
rags, went down to his office, threw the clothes 
he gave me in his face, and left, sixty-three 
years old and withoutacent. I shipped again, . 
and served on the Minnesota until paralysis 
came. I'd starve in the street befure ’'d go 
back while ‘Trask is there.”

VERY LIKE MIDSUMMER 


HEAT AND, HUMIDIIY WAR 
AGAINST MANKIND. 

UP GOES THE MERCURY TO NINETY- 
THREE DEGREES, WHILE HUMANITY 
PERSPIRES AND SUFFERS. 

Not content with flirting with the nineties 
Sunday, the thermometer became more bold 
yesterday and actually embraced them. Buf 
the thermometer, after it had risen to the re- 
quirements of the occasion demanded by a rec- 
ord of 93° in the shade, slunk back to the 
eighties again. During the upward struggle of 
the thermometer it was hot—at leastso every 
one said—and when it was known how warm it 
was men indulged in forcible adjectives. 

This part of the country had all manner of 
temperatures, winds, and meteoric cond{tions. 
In the western part ef the State the day was 


passed with more rain than the farmers desired 
ina poet of less thana month. Along the 
New-England coast there was moreraio. In 
the central part of this division there was a 
grab bag fullof high winds and rising temper- 
ature; in New-York the thermometer smashed 
the heat record all to flinders for this season, 
treated the citizens toa Russian bath whose 
humidity was 84 percent. The local observer 
had the assurance, born of unpunished preyari- 
cations in the past, to say that to-day woulda be 
cool and fair—a perfectly celestial day, ‘a 
dream filled with sweet breezes and softly-tem- 
pDered sunlight.” 

The heavy storm which has been acting like a 
jack-in-the-box fora week in the Mississippi 
Valley sulked off to the northeust yesterday, 
and alter dropping in to take luncheon in Cin- 
cinnstiand dinner in Cleveland resolved to 
spend the remainder of the heated term on Lake 
Outario aud among the Thousand Islands. 
There is a big storm in the Gulf of Mexico. It 
is there because Gen. Greely says so, butno 
one along the Guif’s shores knows anything 
aboutit yet. It willcome along, however, and 
then for mackintoshes, cotton umbrellas, and 
snufiles. 

From Key West, where thaday began witha 
record of 82° in the shade, te Boston the At- 
lantic coast was perspiring. In New-York fian- 
nel shirts came out of last year’s hiding places 
and tennis trousers and blazers were as inviting 
as mint julep toa Baltimorean. The combinua- 
tion vf the great hoat and excessive moisture 
made motion, even that of the slowest-footed 
pedestrian, provoeative of perambulating 
shower baths when ons raised one’s hat in sa- 
lute and compelled fashion to declare an uabut- 
toned waistcoat de rigueur. The record of the 
thermometer, as compared with its marks 
on the corresponding day last year, was as fol-

The day was many degrees warmer than the 
average June weather for fifteen years, and 
there has been no June day of the first baif of 
the month which equaled yesterday in excess- 
ive temperature since 1876. 

The temperature began falling towara 5 
o’clock, and a6 9 o’clock in the evening the reo- 
ord was 76°. This actual fall of 17° was not, 
however, accompanied by acorresponding de- 
crease in human suffering, and especially in the 
narrow streets of the crowded tenement-house 
districts the enervating weather was severely 
felt. Sidewalks were crowded with children. 
Every bes 9 and window had its occupants, 
the men in shirt sleeves and the women clad in 
"their lightest costumes. 

The park seats were crowded all evening, and 
dozens of patient waiters were ready to pounce 
upon the first seat made vacant. The breeze, 
which was not felt in the narrow streets, made 
its presence very grateful in the open spaces. 
This was particularly the case on the bridgo 
promenade, which during the later hours of the 
evening was positively a refreshing place. As 
late as midnight there were to be seen little 
family parties still lingering on the bridge 
seats, sleepy, but unwilling to exchange the 
cool airs that fanned them for the heat and 
closeness of their cramped quarters in the city.

‘Gen. PARKE’s administration, while devoid ' 
of those sensations which have sometimes 
attracted more public attention to West 
Point, has been all the better suited to 
steady work and good progress. 


Our London correspondent recently stated 
that.at the recent parade in Berlin before 
King HUMBERT the cuirassiers for the first 
time carried lances, like uhlans, in additien 
to carbines and sabres. It iscertainly making . 
the trooper a zood.deal of a moving arsenal 
to equip him with all three of these weap- 
ons, but this recent movement in favor of. 
making the lance a leading weapon of most 
sorts of cavalry, when used. as cavalry, is 
noticeable. Whatever is done by Germans 
in the military art is carefully watched,, 
and often pretty largely imitated, too, as it 
is known that any change effected by them 
is aptto be the.result of anexhaustive study. , 
So it is safe to predict that there will be a: 
good many more lances carried by horse-. 
men in other countries hereafter than hith-; 
_erto. There is a certain degree of cogency } 
too, in the argument that the lance is an 
effective weapon, from its long reach, as 

compared with the sabre, ferming, also in 
“that respect, more protection for the horse. 
Much stress is laid on the experience ef the 
uhlans and on the effectiveness of Arabs 
and other mounted troops who trust almost 
wholly to the spear. It would seem, there- 
fore, from this revival that the knights of 
old, who-did not allow sword and battle- 
axe to displace the lance, knew their busi- 
ness. Of course, wherecavalry is used only 
as mounted infantry, the lance may be an 
incumbrance, and the carbine is then,. by 
all odds, the-main reliance. 
THE TROUBLE WITH THE . FARMER.’ 

If the gloomy forebodings of State Assess- 
or Woop are well founded'the farmers of 
this State have rather a dismal prospect be- 
fore them. It is just possible that his rep- 
resentation of the decreasing value of farm 
lands and the increasing value of property 
in cities may have some connection with 
justifving the policy that has become so fa- 
miliar in the process of “ equalization,” of 
raising the assessed valuation forcities and 
jowering it for rural counties. But there is 
no doubt some truth in his \statement that 
farm lands are depreciating in value. It isa 
‘well-known fact that this is the case in 
some sections of this State and throughout 
various parts of New-England. The class of 
thriving and well-to-do farmers, especially 
in the hill country and places remote from 
manufacturing and trading centres, is 
growing smaller and being replaced by a 
less prosperous class. The young men are 
apt to leave the ancestral acres to seek some

‘agricultural products, of most kinds are 

.cheapened in the home market and there, 
-is no protection against domestic-competi-* 
tion. , 

These elements of the situation are inevi-- 
table, and there is little relief in .the fact 
that local markets ‘in the cities and towns 
are all the time growing. They: take their 
supplies where they can be obtained most’ 
cheaply, and their flour and meal, their 
corn and oats, and even their beef and: pork: 
are more likely to,come from ‘Minnesota’ 
and Kansas than from the neighboring 
farms. Butithere are two sides to the 
farmers account. To.a certain, extent he 
can by his own labor raise supplies for him-+ 
self upon his own land, but there are many 
things that.he must buy, chiefly in the 
form of implements,:of clothing, and of 
groceries, and it is the necessity of buying 
these that makes it important for him to: 
raise a surplus of products to,sell. This it’ 
is that makes the. price at which he is 4 
forced: to sell.a matter of so much conse- ; 
quence. If, he cannot make: the ends meet 
with .comforf from. year to,year itis be-: 
cause what he has to buy costs so much in, 
proportion to what he gets for what he has 
to sell, This, should teach,him that the 
price of what‘he buys is just as important 
to him as the price of what he sells. 

It seems as though he would only need to‘ 
put this and that together to see where: his ; 
interest lies in the matter of taxation. He 
feels the pressure of local and State taxes, 

.and finds it hard to meet the demands of. 
the collector, who has a bill with the fig-' 
ures plainly set down. He clamors for a 
reduction of State taxes,.economizes in 
local. expenditures, and looks with equa- 
nimity upon any action that will transfer 
the State burden from rural. communi- 
ties to the cities, which he regards 
more as centres of wealth than as 
centres of population and of poverty., 
But there are collectors whom he never 
sees and whose bills are to him an unknown 
mystery, but whose demands reach him 
much more heavily than those of the col-, 
Jector whom he , knows, and are even 
harder to escape. He pays his taxes 
through the storekeeper every time he buys 
a@ piece of ironmongery or crockery, a piece 
of cloth or calico, a suit of clothes ora 
pound of sugar. The addition to the cost 
of what he buys'does not go-to the Govern- 
ment in any great’ measure, but to swell 
the profits of manufacturers and traders, 
who thrive so largely at his expense be- 
cause protected from a competition which 
‘he cannot escape. 
The difference ._ between a comfortable 
prosperity and a slowly grinding impover- 
ishment for the farmer may be made’ by the 
simple fact that he necessarily sells his ; 
products in competition with all the-world 
‘and at the lowest prices that competition 
can produce, while the cost of nearly every- 
thing that he must buy is enhanced by a 
system of indirect taxation, the greater 
part of which is intended to strangle com- 
petition and increase the profits of favored 
interests. When the farmer has worked 
out this simple problem he will find that 
the relief he most needs is in his own 
hands and that the taxation from which he 
sufiers most is that which he has been 
blindly helping to fasten upon himself.

Most sensible people in the United States 
have not felt that there was any good 
reason to complain that the subordinates in 
the Federal civil service have not been 
turned out fast enough since Mr. HARRISON 
took the President’s chair. On the con- 
trary, they have felt that the changes have 
been far too many, too rapid, and not fer’ 
the better. Beyond deubt, any private cor-* 
poration in which like changes were made , 
for like reasons at'the same rate by a new 4 
Superintendent would be regarded as on 
the road to ruin, and would be on that road | 
and would reach the end very soon.

THOSE SHAM. LAWSUITS. * 
In the last two yearsof his life Dr. Cro-* 
NIN, who was murdered in Chicago on the 
4th ult., was harassed.in many ways by his 


his encounters with those who were striv-: 
ing‘to blacken his character or intimidate, 
him took place in what seemed to be courts 
of justice, where-the forms of law were. 
basely used as a means of persecution, ' The 
‘incidents more closely connected. with the 
crime of May 4 have excited so much inter-, 
est thatthese pretended legal proceedings 4 
Jhave-almost escaped attention. 

The. enemies of CRONIN sought in every 
‘way to find something in. his past life that } 
could be brought out and used to frighten 
him into silence. In 1886 they sent to his 
sister in Canada emissaries who tried to 
{procure from her: sworn statements as to 
“CRONIN’S past.life, upon the pretense ‘that 
these were required to establish his title to, 
an estate left to him by a resident of Mani- ’ 
.toba. They were not successful. Before 
his death CRONIN prepared for publication, 
a history of this incident and of the legal’ 
‘proceedings as to which we are about to: 
speak. This history has been published in 
Chicago. It appears that on Feb. 25, 1887, 
he was asked to give testimony as a medi-: 
cal expert or referee before. Justice PRINDI- 
‘VILLE in a suit relating to asurgical opera- 
tion, it having been charged, as it was said, : 
that the attending surgeon had blundered. ;, 
He consented to serve and was surprised by 
the severe cross-examination to which he 
was subjected. The opposing counsel 
sought to obtain from him information as 
to almost his entire life. But the doctor 
did not permit the matter to burden his 

mind. 
Afew,weeks later he was asked by the 
/same persons to testify as a medical: expert 
in the case of “E.G. Harwin vs. J. B., 
“Wi180N,” said. to -have’ originated , in the 
Surrogate’s Court of this city. This.case 
was said to relate to a bill: presented \by a 
surgeon who had treated in a bungling way : 
® \imb fractured by a-fall on the ice, and it 
‘wae asserted that the testimony was re- 
quired for the use of tke patient’s guardian, 
then temporarily residing in Chicago. 
CRONIN ageian consented to serve, and he 
was examined before Justice Lyon. The 
lawyers who seemed td represent the offend- 
ing surgeon cross-examined hinr with the ut- 
most severity. The most searching inquiry 
was made as to his entire life, and at last 
the victim perceived the malicious purpose 
of hisexaminers. ‘A realization of deep 
wrong done me in the sacred name of law,” 
he afterward wrote, ‘‘overcame me, but by 
a supreme effort I mastered the feeling, un-

The Rev. Dr. NEwron’s.theory of the dis- 
aster is supported bythe results of inves- 
tigation made into the condition of the dam 
py Mr. H. W. BRINCKERHOFF a civil engi- 
- neer connected with the editoriaistaff of the

Mr. BRINCKERHOFF is not a theologian or a 
sentimentalist. His inspection of the brok- 
en dam was intensely secular and practical.

He discoyered that the structure had 
been so badly built thatit had settled sev-

speedily causing its destruction. 

Most-engineers, and most laymen.as we = 
would not hesitate to say that the respon- 
sibility for the disaster rests upon the 
designer and builder of the dam. But if 
our. religious contemporary, the Witness, is 
right, the designer and builder must be ex- 
culpated. We must assume that he was 
at work under ’Divine guidance, and that 
when he built the dam in such a way 
as to invite overthrow and destruction he 
was really an instrument in the hands of 
Gop preparing a warning © which should 
arouse the people of the Conemaugh Valley 
and of fie country at large ‘“ to a sense of 
their sin in rejecting CHRIST.” :

EMILY SOLDENE’S PLAY. 

; Emily Soldene, who was long ago a dis- 

‘ tinguished figure in opéra bouffe, appeared last 
night in the new réle of an adapter of French 
melodrama. The result of her efforts in a field 
80 widely different from that of her former 
labors is called *\Jeannse Fortier, the Bread Car- 
rier,” and it received its first representation at 
Nibio’s Garden. The production was under the 


direction of the adapter, and she also had a 
piace in the cast, playing the smali part of 
. Mile. Verbuis, the keeper of a restaurant. 

“Jeanne Fortier” is constructed from mate- 
rial that has been, familiar to theatregvers for 
generations. Its story is the old one of an in- 
nocent person being convicted of a crime, and 
after years of suffering meeting with P gencgenten 
tion in the detection and punishment of the real 
criminal, who has in the meantime grown 
wealthy and assumed respectability under a 
false name. The complications in this 
instance are numerous and interest- 
ing. Jeanne Fortier was sentenced to 
twenty-one years’ imprisonment for a murder 
committed by Jacques Gerard. She escapes 
and becomes a bread carrier, while her children 
grow up ignorant of their maternity. Her 
daughter is loved by the son of the murdered 
man and betrothed to him, while he is loved 
by the daughter of the murderer Gerard. 
After various trials and much woe occasioned 
by the machinations of Gerard justice is dealt 
out copiously in the end, the suffering lovers 
are united, Jeanne’s character is cleared, and 
Jucques ie led away to receive the punishment 
for his crime. 

The play isin.a prologue and five acts and is 
somewhat clumsy in its construction. But the 
interest is maintained to the end, and the inci- 
dentsin the main are essentially dramatic. The 
characterization is not always consistent, not- 
ably in the case of Gerard, and the effect is 
often. not clearly justified by the cause. There is 
also an abundance of irrelevant matter that: 
should be immediately eliminated. The strain 
for theatrical effect is too apparent and wholly 
unnecessary. Altogether, nowever, ‘‘ Jeanne 
Fortier” is superior to the average of the melo- 
dramatic rubbish with which the metropolitan 
stage is infiloted.

That interest 
is heightened by the experience of a year ago, 
when Abram 8. Hewitt was Mayor, Mr. Myers 
was Controller, and Gen. John Newton was 
Commissioner of Public Works, 

When the Gas Commission met in 1888 bids 
were received from six electric light companies. 
Then one company asked to withdraw its bia 
and was allowed to, although the law seems to 
forbid such a thing. Thelaw requires that each 
bidder shail accompany his bid with a 5 per 
cent. deposit as an evidence of good 
faith, When this company wa; permitted to 
with draw its bid its deposit was returned, and 
its two bondsmen, bound for $25,000 a piece, 
were released. It has always been claimed 
that the Gas Commission exceeded ita powers 
when it did these things, inasmuch as the bid 
,Of this company was the lowest made and 


would have been advantageous te the city. 
Shortly afterward Mayor Hewitt informed the 
remaining bidders that the city had not money 
enough atits disposal to rmit of its paying 
more On an average than 35 cents per lignt per 
night. The companies accepted this rate, and 
the bids were awarded, and notifications were 
sont to the successful companies that they must 
close their contracts within five days. Within 
twenty-four hours one company had its con- 
tract executed; but before the others made a 
move Andrew J. Kimball, calling himself a tax- 
payer, got the Court of Common Pleas to grant 
60 injunction restraming the Gas Commission 
from executing contracts with them upon the 
ground that all the bids were illegal besause 
one had been withdrawn. This stopped the 
signing of any more vontracts until the dissolu- 
tion of the injunction by Judge Van Hoesen, 
Aug. 10, 1888, who held that Kimball was not 
acting in good faith, and that there was astrong 
suspicion that he was acting in the interest of 
the one company whose contract was exeeuted 
80 soon after the acceptance of the bids. 

Notwithstanding the dissolution of the in- 
junction no contracts, It is alleged, were signed 
with the other bidders, and things have gone 
along in a loose and slipshod mamner up to the 
present time, the oity, it is believed, paying a 
great deal more for its lighting than it weuld ir 
the lowest bidder ip 1888 had not been allowed 
to withdraw. 

A peculiar thing about this one company, 
with whieh the city executed a contract, is 
that, to quote a well-known politican, “A list 
of its stopkhoiders reads like the membership 
Troll of the New-Amsterdam Club,” the head- 
quarters of the County Democracy. 

Some of the bids for the current year now in 
the hands of the Gas Commission are very low. 
One company offers to furnish about eight hun- 
dred lignts at 25 cents per light per night; but 
it is said to have no poles or lights in the streets 
for which it bids, although it claims to be able 
to put them there immediately after the awards 
ing of the contract toitas the lowest bidder. 
AnD apparent obstacle to this company’s ambi- 
tien is this new cianse in the specifications this 
year, in accordance with which tke contract is 
to be awarded: 


“No bid or estimate will be considered from any 
company, corporation, or individual not authorize 
and empowered either by the Common Council o 
the Board of Electrical Control to iay. erect, ang 
construct, and which has not, except where the 
electric lightconduite are, the suitable wires or 
other conductors with:the necessary peles, pipes, of 
other fixtures in, on, over, or under streets, ave- 
nues, and public parks and places of the city of 
New-York tor conductingand distributing elec. 
tricity to do the lighting bid for, that does uot pos- 
sess @ sufficient central station with. suitable appli- 
ances theretn for generating the electric current 
required for accomplishing the purposes specified 
in the bid in question.” 

When the Gas Commission has its next meet- 
‘ing a strong effort will be made to show the in- 
justice to the city as well as to the companies of 

tnis clause, inasmuch as it practically prevents 
competition. What will Mayor Grant and Com- 
missioner Gilroy do? The next meeting of the 
Gas Commission is likely to be.extremely inter- 
esting. Whatthe city wants is the best and 
cheapest lights. It is asserted by almost every-

neither.

THE JOHNSTOWN RELIEF FUND 
: LNOREASING. 


DONATIONS OF CLOTHING, DRUGS, AND 
DISINFECTANTS ARE SOLICITED BY 
THE CITIZENS’ COMMITTEE. 


Contributions are still pouring in by the 
thousands of dollars, slthouch, of course, the 
inflow is not as great as at first. Drugs, medi- 
ciues, bedding, clothes, and shoes are greatly 
needed, especially at Johnstown, and it is to be 
hoped that all who } ave any such things tospare 
will send them without delay to the People’s 
Theatre, at 201 Bowery. At Lock Haven ana 
Williamsport itis reported that there is plenty 
of clothing, and that there is the greatest lack 
of food and money. 

At the meeting of the Exeeutive Committees 
in the Governor’s Room of the City Hall yester- 
day afternoon, J. Edward Simmons, the treas- 
urer, said that he had $278,228 35 on hand, 
and that Goy. Beaver had not made the second 
draft of $50,000 which he had been authorized 
to make. Probably he will not make it, for he 
is in Philadelphia arranging for the constitution 
of a eommittee of its prominent citizens, to 
whom New York’s Relief Committee may send 
ite funds, and who will superintend their ex- 
penditure so as to attain the best possible re- 
sults. 

The total amount received from all sources 
yesterday was $24,000. This added to the 
$541,805 previously acknowledged makes a 
grand total of $565,542. 

Atthe Mayor's ofiice yesterday $16,613 50 
Was received. Mr. Simmons, as the treasurer 
of the Relief? Committee, received $733 36 
which did not come through the Mayor's office, 


making’$17,346 86.sent to the Relief Cemmit- 


tee during the day. A share of the committee's 
money will be used in buying portable houses, 
and also drugs, disinfectants, and clothing if 
they do not come im fast enough. The drug 
trade has not responded quite as generously to 
the call upon them as it was hoped they would, 
Pour express wagon loads of boots, shoes, hats, 
underwear, and cooking utensils were sent to 
the sufferers by the Committee on Reception 
and Transportation, of which Walter Stanton is 
Chairman, yesterday, Forty would be sent to- 
day if the committee could only get the ma- 
terials. 

There: were two: “kickers”:at the,Mayor’s 
office yesterday. One was & Man, name un- 
known, who said that his contribution of $5 
had not been acknowledged, and he was going 
to take $5 worth of “licking” out of somebody. 
He was taken to Andrew 8.;Hamersly, the re- 
ceiver of contributions, who 1s abont six feet 
and an athlete, and he relinquished: his dread 
purpose and went away quite peaceable. Zhe 
other *“‘kicker’ was no leas a personage than 
Col. Jobn R. Fellows, who wanted to know why 


that fifty-dollar check ot his had not been ac- 
knowledged. Mayor Grant and Secretary Will- 
lam MeMurtrie Speer meekly bowed their heads 
and said they would forthwith callthe matter 
to the attention of the newspapers? They did 
not say that they bad instituted a searching in- 
quiry for the express purpose of learning wheth- 
er, in the vernacular of the day, his check was 
“N. G.,” but that is just about the size of the 
situation. Fortunately for the Johnstewn suf- 
ferers there was something substantial. 

“Aunt” Louisa Eldredge and fifty pretty 
actresses will sell flowers atthe grand enter- 
tainment in the Metropelitan Opera House on 
Thursday, and the florists of the city have been 
asked to ¢ontribute the flowers. William Stein- 
way has given the programmes and also $250. 
Martin B. Brown has done the printing tor 
nothing, and the city bill pesters will post the 
bills gratia. 

On Thursday there will be no meeting of the 
Executive Committee, in order that the mem- 
bers may attend the performance at the Metro- 
politan Opera House, and also bid at the 
sale of seats at the Madison-Square Theatre. 

Mr.and Mrs. Frederick Hofiman and their 
two little children, who came here destitute 
from Johnstown on Saturday, have found a 
relative in Brooklyn who will take,care of 
them. Mr. Hoffman wrote a plaintive and 
grateful note to the committee, in which in 
broken English he assured them that he was 
going at once to work and would repay the 
money they had given to him. 

Mayor Grant sent this telegram to 
Beaver yesterday;

Many of the closing exercises of the examina- 

tion time were gotten off the programme to-day. 

‘The first was a most interesting exhisition of 

fencing and bayonet exercises in the gymna- 
slum. Twenty or thirty of the Fourth Class 
men, done up in leather padding and masks 
until they looked more like divers than cadets, 
were warched out into the long hall, and being 
drawn up into two lines, facing each other, 

, stabbed at each other, poked at each other, and 

‘pelabored each other with their muskets, 

armed with ball-tipped bayonets, until 
it seemed almost as if a pitched bat- 
tle was going on in this martial resort. 
The Board of Visiters and a hundred or more of 
the pretty girls, each one with her own cadet, 
filled up the lower end of the hall and confusea 
the boys somewhat by their applause. All the 
cadets who took part in the exercises were tirat- 
year boys, and scaccely any of them had ever 
before given such an exhibition as;they gave to- 
day in public. Naturally they felt a little nerv- 
ous and shaky, but they managed to puall 
through all right and earn the applause they 
received. 

The bayonet exerelse was followed by an 
exhibition of class fencing by other members of 
the Firet Class, in which the heavy cavalry 
sabre was the weapon used. This unwieldy 
instrument was swung about with an ease born 
of good teaching and strength of wrist that was 
edifying. The cadets went through all their 
movements together, and at the command of 
‘their instructor, Mr. Koehler, master of the 
sword, giving no individual exhibitions of their 
skill. It was hot work, made doubly so by the 
close, ill-ventilated room, but the boys stuck to 
it like Majors. 

This drill was over by 11:30 o’clock, and the 
intervening hours between then and 4 were 

‘| filled in in many ways, dinner forming no small 

part of that portion of the day’s amusement. 
At4o’clock the peaceful plain was suddenly 
‘and unceremoniously turned into a scene of the 
wildest exeitement. A company of artillery, 
made up of Third and First Class mea, under 
the command of Lieut, Hoskins, lumbered over 


as if on review, and then the commanding 

4 officer discovered that heavy firing was the best 
way in which to kill a portion of the afternoon 
at least. The guns were whisked over the 
plain, belching out tongues of fire and clouds 
of smoke at every turn, whisked away, loaded, 
and fired again, until the whole post was en- 
veloped in a cloud of sulphurous smoke, as if a 
raging battle had been in progress,

,4 QUESTION OF CREED RAISED IN THE 
' ELECTION OF A LIEUTENANT. 
For some time a vacancy in the office of 


Regiment, Capt. Hugh Coleman, has existed, 
caused by the death of Lieut. James B. Mono- 
han. A week or two since an endeavor was made 
to fill the vacancy. An election was held, 
at which Capt. Coleman presided, and 
an exciting contest ensued, resulting in a tie 
vote, 38 ballots being cast for each of the 
contesting candidates, Firat Sergt. Robert 
Brown and Quartermaster Sergeant James Ber- 
xin, In this emergency Capt. Coleman cast the 
deciding vote in favor of the former, and de- 
clared First Sergt. Brown duly elected. Sergt. 
Sullivan protested, and a new election was or- 
dered, 

This election was held last night, Capt. Luke 
C. Quinn of Company I presided, by direction 
of Col. Cavanagn, and Sergts. Brown and Ber- 
£1n Were again the candidates. It was openly 
charged and emphatically reiterated that the 
columandant or the company had interjected 
the question of religion into the contest for 
the purpose of creating sentiment in favor 
of his avowed eandidate, Sergt. Brown, who 
is @ Protestant, while his opponent, Sergt. 
Bergin, isa Roman Catholic. The introduction 
of this element was bitterly resented on either 
side. When the votes Were counted, however, 
Sergt. Browh was declared elected Second 
Lieutenant by a majority of 2 yotes over Bergin, 
on a poll of 45 against 43. 

The determination of the ballot was without 
Precedent.

BE OAREFUL OF 1HE WATER. 


THE SUPPLY IN THE RESERVOIR IS 
FALLING AT A RAPID RATE. 
Commissioner of Public Works Gilroy 
said yesterday: “ Having received several 
complaints recently, especially from the 
owners of down-town office buildings, of the 
insufficiency of their water supply, I inspected 
the reservoir Sunday and found that the 
water is falling at the rate of an inch a day. 
While there is no danger of the supply of water 
becoming so short as to seriously atfect the city, 
I urge that there be as little waste as possi- 
ble. In the event of a prolonged drought, 
which is liable to follow the remarkable rains 
of this Spring, the water will get very low in 

the reservoir.” 

Chief Engineer Birdsall said: ‘“‘The great 
trouble is that the city has outgrown the old 
aqueduct. Since the wonderful increase of 
building on the west side, the increased con- 
sumption of water has’ been immense. The 
Bronx River supply, which was added to the 
flow from the Croton dam in 1884, gave only 
temporary relief. We need an inflow of from 
15,000,000, to 20,000,000 gailons more in hot 
weather than we doin cool weather. As soon 
as hot.weather begins, there 18 # prodigal use 
of water, then down goes'the head, and cow- 
plaints pour in from’ persons liying in bigh 
places that they get no water, especially in 
the middle ‘of'the day. I advise householders 
to be careful ana economical.”

FOR A NEW ARMORY. 


THE STATE COMMISSION HEARS THE 
TWENTY-THIRD REGIMENT'S PI ANS. 
Col. John N. Partridge, commanding the 

Twenty-third Regiment,’ Brooklyn, appeared 
yesterday before the State Commission, vonsist- 
ing of the Adjutant General, Commissary Gen- 
eral, and Inspector General, for the purpose of 
seeuring the co-operation of that body in the 
selection of a site cor the new armory for his 
command. For the purchase of land and the 
construction of the building $550,000 is to be 
expended. 

A humber of available sites was submitted to 
the: consideration of the Commissioners by 
Col. Partridge, and speedy action on their part 
was urged, owing tothe fact that the Armory 
bili provides that as soon as the commission 
shall have determined upon and acquired titlo 
to’a site the Board of Supervisors of Kings 
County shall forthwith appropriate $150,000 to 
purchase the same and defray such other ex- 
penses as may attach thereto, and the further 
fact that the Board of Estimate is now engaged 


in making up the annual budget, in which this 
sum of $150,000 must be incorporated if it is to 
be available for use within the next fiscal year. 

The commission, however, declined to take 
any action in view of the circumstance that the 
acquirement of the site seemingly the most 
available, and the one specially desired by the 
regiment, would in all probability necessitate 
proceedings under the law of eminent domain, 
entailing a delay of possibly three or four 
months. 1t was accordingly decided to defer 
the selection of a site for the regiment on the 
understanding that Col. Partridge and the ot- 
ficers of the regiment should in the meantime 
jabor with the Board of Estimate to seoure the 
insertion of the item of $150,000 in the budget 
in anticipation of the action of the commission.

HARLEMWS NEW THHATRE. 


MASTER TOMMY RUSSELL LAYS THE COR- 
‘NERSTONE IN A BROILING SUN. | 
The: hottestyevent of the-year 1889 oc- 


-curred yesterday afternoon in ‘Harlem. . It was 


thelaying of the cornerstone of the new West 
End Theatre at the northeast corner.of Seventh- 
avenue and One Hundred and, Twenty-fourth- 
street., A‘platform had been, built’ over the

which was erected a stand for ‘the orators and 
‘preferred guests. This’ stand was decorated 
withthe national colors, evergreens, and flow- 


ers,- while the platform was furnished with. 


chairs in the ratio of one to fifty of the people 
that tried to squeeze into the inclosure, ‘There 
was no protection from the blazing sun, and tho 
multitude, packea together as closely as sar- 
dines in a box, ‘waited and esweltered to see 
Tommy Russell, the boy actor, go through the 
form of laying the cornerstone. ay 
All the women and children of Harlem seemed 
to have. turned out, and there was a plentiful 
sprinkling of men, who apparently had nothing 
todo but push their way to the front, careless 


of the discomfort to the women or the danger to: 


the children. The orations were distressingly 
long under the circumstances, and one or two 


of them ludicrously irrelevant to the occasion. ; 


Mr."Horace Wall, whois the acting manager of 
the theatre, was the master of ceremonies, and 
introduced Mr. Harry Edwards, the well-known 
actor, as the first speaker of the afternoon. 

Mr. Edwards congratulated the projector of 
the West End Theatre, the theatrical profession, 
the people of Harlem, and the public in general 
on the erection of a theatre in which the 
* Aimnerican actor, the American drama, and the 
American dramatist would not only be recog- 
nized, but nurtured.” ‘Ex-Judge 8. Burdette 
Hyatt was next introduced as an exponent of 
the eloquence of Harlem. Judge Hyatt opened 
his address withthe declaration that the oc- 
casion was the most delightful he had ever 
known. Then he stopped to mop his dripping 
brow, while the crowd burst into a roar of 
laughter. The Judge spoke from nofes, and 
each time he stopped to consult them the army 
of small boys yelled atthe top of their shrill 
voices, in the joytul hope that he had finished. 
These interruptions finally became so numerous 
aud voluminous that the orator had to desist, 
although it.was apparent. that he had 
not exhausted his store of praise for’ 
Harlem. Music followed Judge MHyatt’s 
oration, and then the Hon. Hosea B. 
Perkins ees nimbly to the front of the 
platform and rushed energetically to another 
eulogy of Harlem. He seemed to think that 
there was an antagonism existing between 
Harlem and ‘the rest of New-York and assured 
his hearers. that the former would play second 
fiddle. to no other place in patriotism, prog- 
ress, literature, or art. 

Mr. A. H. Wood, the projector, proprietor, and 
manager of the new tbeatre, was next intro- 
duced, and was reeeived* with applause. He 
is & mere boy in appearance—his age is 
given a8 twenty-two—with an earnest, perv- 
ous expression on his beardless face. He 
said nothing at all, but Mr. Wall explained 
that Mr. Wood was suffering from a severe 
attack of sore throat that prevented his mak- 
ing aspeech. Mr. Wood, however, had written 
a little speech, which Mr, Wall would read. 
In this composition, which was quite as modest 
as its composer, Mr. Wood told how it had 
been his dream by day as wellas by night to 
erect and manage afirst-class theatre in Harlem. 

‘The last speaker of the afternoon was Master 
Tommy Russell, who had arrived during Judge 
Hyatt’s oration, and. the crowd’s manifested 
admiration for whom was chiefly responsi- 
ble for the Judge’s instructive entertainment. 


_Master Russell was arrayed in a Littie Lord 


Fauntleroy costume of dark-biue velvet, with a 
wonderful sash of light bine tied abont his 
waist. This was finished with wide cuffs and 
collar of lace. His blonde hair was banged on 
his forehead, and he was perfeetly self-pos- 
sessed as. he mounted a chair to speak. He 
said that he bad come all the way from Chi- 
cago to lay the cornerstone of the new thea- 
tre, but be aid not regret that, as he 


deemed it a great honor, such an honor as

cowes to one only once in a lifetime. If the 
architect had tola the truth, the new theatre 
would be a grand and beautiful structure, 
which, in the judgment of Master Russeli, was 
certain to be a success. As the lad concluded 
his admirably brief address the crowd, surged 
up, and, pushing the Harlem policemen away, 
stood so close to the cornerstone that the work- 
mer were hardly able to lower it into its place. 
Master Russell left the speakers’ stand, and, 
with a silver trowel that had been especially 
furnished for him, and that bore an inscription 
appropriate ta the occasion, patted once or 
twice the mortar that had been spread beneath 
the block of granite, and it was lowered into 
its place with a tremendous hurrah from the 
sihall boys apd girls. Tnen Master Russell took 
@& mason’s hammer and struck the cornerstone 
three times and the exercises were over. 

Previous to the actual laying of the corner- 
stone a tin bux containing the customary 
papers was piaced beneath it. The crowd, 
however, had been invited to place anything 
they desired in the box and they responded 
with a collection of pennies, cards, soiled hand- 
kerchiefs, and other odds and ends that was 
astonishing. After the exersises a collation 
was served in the hotel at the corner of Sev- 
enth-avenue and One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth-street, on the way to which Master Ruaseil 
was almost mobbed by the women and children 
that crowded about him. 


MEETING OF THK BRIDGE TRUSTEES. 

‘Yesterday. was the date for the annual 
election of officers in the Board of Trustees 
of the New-York and Brooklyn Bridge, but 
Controller Myers requested for Mayor Grant 
that the election be postponed two weeks, 
when he expected to attend and take a hand 
in the proceedings, and the request was com- 
plied with. The bridge-car conductors peti- 
tionedfor an increase of pay of 25 cents a day 
and the request was referred to the Finance 
Committee, 

Bids for coal and lumber and lithographed 
tickets for the coming year that had been 
opened by Superintendent Martin and Presi- 
ident Howells were now read. For the coal 


there was a bid by one Bressel, whom nobody 
seemed to know, to supply Schuylkill coal at 
$3 85 and $3 95 per ton, which was withdrawn 
after the bids were opened.

Commissioner Barnes, from a@ sub-com- 
mittee having ‘the subject of improvements in 
charge, reported in favor of eonstructing alight 
roof or awning Over the todtways between the 
New-York bridge station and the Third-avenue 
elevated railway station, and.for a stairway 
from the inner end.of the bridge railway plat- 
form to the sidewalk at William-street. Both 
propositions were referred to a committee to 
report on their expense and advisability. 








A POLICEMAN STEALS A CHEOK. 

Patrolman John A, Bromiley of the Thirty- 
fourth Precinct (Tremont) police was a prisoner 
at the Morrisania Police Court yesterday morn- 
ing on a charge of grand larceny. On Wednesday, 
while he was in the barroom of Duffy’s Hotel, 
in Fordham, James A, Leeson, a contractor, 
came in, and producing a chéck for $147, 50 
asked Duffy to give him the cash for it. Duffy 


said that he did not have sufiicient casn. 
Bromiley said that he would go out and get it 
eashed. Leeson objected, but Duffy remarked:

-Caristadt Turnverein. The Grand Marshal 
was Joseph Harlender, Jr., with Otto Uswald, 
William J. Koch, and Charles Smith as aidee.

SEASONABLE CHARITY. 


THE ASSOCIATION FOR IMPROVING THE 
CONDITION OF THE POOR. 

The New-York Association for Improving 
the Condition of the Poor is preparing to open 
a branch office in Hariem, in Lexington-avenue, 
a few doors from One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth-street. A store has been rented, and the 
branch will be opened July 2, and will receive 
the personal attention of General Agent Long- 
worth a part of every day. 

The Executive Committee became convinced 
that many cases of distress in the northern part 
of the city remained necessarily without 
prompt relief for too long a time because of the 
long distance intervening to the headquarters 
of the association, at 79 Fourth-avenue, a dis- 
tance that sometimes had to be covered on foot 
before relief could be secured. These obstacles 
it is their desire to remove. They propose to 
make the work of the association as practical 


and comprehensive as possible, so as to insure 
ready iuvestigations aud prompt relief to all 
deserving applicants. For this new undertak- 
ing, as well as for their fresh-air work, which is 
now pressing upon them, and for the general 
work of relief in the densely-populated parts of 
the city, the association is in need of the contri- 
bations of the charitable, 

Under supervision of a competent corps of 
visitors, thousands of the enervated and ailing 
women and children of ths city who couid not 
aftorad to pay for the luxury, are given health- 
ful excursions by barge and steambvat over the 
waters of the bay anc Sound, with luncheon on 
board. The benefits of such trips to the indi- 
gent poor are so thoroaghly understood that 
this kind of work has become an establisnea 
feature of the undertakings of nearly all the 
charitable associations of the city. 

The work of this association is not confined to 
the distribution of medicine, clothing, tood, and 
fuel. to the suifering and deserving poor. A 
competent corps of visitors see to it not only 
that the donations of the society. are properly 
applied, but that the recipients are encouraged 
and assisted into avenues of self-support. W hat- 
ever can be done is done to conserve and ele- 
vate the home life of the family and to improve 
their general character. The reports of the 
society are full ef instances of timely agsist- 
anee resulting in the saving of families trom 
disintegration and ruin, andof worthy poor 
being tided over a season of desperate need. A 
vigilant sanitary inspector sees to it also that 
the homes of the poor who come within the 
scope of the association’s work are kept in a 
cleanly and healthful condition. 

For the various departments cf its work, 
all of whichare thoroughly systematized and et- 
fective, the association needs money. It is 
dependent entirely upon the contributions of 
the charitable for the maintenance and exten- 
sion of its work. It has veen expending about 

325,000 annually in prudent relief to needy and 
distressed families, after careful inquiry and 
visitation by its own visitors at the homes of the 
applicants, and could judiciously disburse 
four times as much if supplied. All subscribers 
to the support of the work of the association are 
entitled toa packege of their printed orders, 
which wil) enable them to refer applicants to 
the associatien for relief. When one of these 
orders is received by the association an imme- 
diate inquiry is made by a visitor into tne 


_worthinpess or urgency of the case, and such 


quantity of relief is ordered as each indi- 
vidual.case requires. By these means tne 
most pressing necessities are at once relieved 
and the public is saved from imposition. Mr.

For the first time in months there were evi- 
dences of an active Vanderbiit interest in the 
market. Brokers who are known to stand very 
close to the heads of the Vanderbilt family 
were not only large buyers of various lines of 
stocks yesterday, but they unhesitatingly ad- 
vised friends to buy. Prospective crops and easy 
money are the arguments they use. 


The trust stocks managed to be conspicuous 
again on the strong side of the market. Brokers 
are permitting customers to bus such rattletraps 
now who ordinarily would advise conservatism 
even in Government bond investments. There 
has been nothing stranger in Wall-street’s his- 
tory for years than the present fever for buying 
trust ‘“‘securities.”” The mystery that surrounds 
them is their chief intrinsic value. 


Chicago speculators, 30 long upon the bear 
side of the market, are baying stocks now and 


bulling them. St. Paul and most of the rest of 
the Grangers have this new Chicago backing.
